Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments filed on 8/9/2006 are not 
persuasive. On page 5, applicants argue that Michels does not disclose a table search device by pointing out that a lookup table 
(primary memory, figure 3, element 58) is not part of a search device. In reply, Michels discloses a search device including two binary 
search engines (a search engine), stage 1 memory and primary memory. On page 7, applicants argue that there is no motivation or 
suggestion to modify the number of search cycles used to search. In reply, Michels clearly suggests that binary search engines can 
perform any number of iterations depending on the particular application (column 6, lines 22-26). On page 9, applicants argue that 
implementing the various modules, interfaces, tables and buffers onto a single semiconductor substrate cannot be considered as an 
admitted prior art. In reply, it would have been obvious to those skilled in the art to implement the various modules, interfaces, tables 
and buffers onto a single semiconductor substrate at the time the invention was made as a matter of design choice. 
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
